Atomic Construction 
P resident 
Eisenhow er's 
new 
approach 
to 


m utual secruity in the atom ic age has a tre­ 


m endous appeal to constructive im agination. 


It offsets some of the destructive im agination 


which conceived the atom ic bomb and brought 


It to i clim ax at Hiroshim a and N agasaki in 
1945. 


A m ericans are uniquely qualified to speak of 
this m atter. Their governm ent has been the only 
one so far to m ake the awful decision to wage 
atom ic w arfare. 


There can be no doubt that the m ajority of 
his countrym en will stand behind the P resident’s 
proposal. He wants the United Nations to be­ 
come the trustee of an international stockpile 
of fissionable m aterial to be used for con­ 
structive research. 
H ere is no far-fetched plan of atom ic dis­ 
arm am ent doomed to failure 
because 
it 
de­ 
m ands m ore of men than they can be expected 
to do. This is m erely a 
proposal 
to 
offset 
atom ic destruction with a parallel program of 
atom ic construction. 
To deny its logic would be like refusing to 
recognize that daynam ite—once the ultim ate 
force of destruction—has had a vital role in 
m en’s efforts to raise living standards. 
Alfred Nobel, who developed dynam ite, offset 
Its use in w ar with the Nobel aw ards for con­ 
tributions to m en’s culture and peaceful exist­ 
ence. 
President Eisenhow er proposal that the gov­ 
ernm ents which 
possess 
fissionable 
m aterial 
should divert a fraction of it into an interna­ 
tional pool for the common w elfare is 
Alfred 
Nobel’s plan m agnified a thousand tim es. 
No nation would be asked to give up any­ 
thing—only to add something. There would be 
no interference with m ilitary security. 
T here would be. of course, som ething m ore 
powerful than atom ic bombs, if the plan worked. 
There would be a dem onstration of international 
cooperation for all the people of the world to 
see. 
That is why the Eisenhow er proposal appeals 
to the constructive im aginations of all m en not 
yet ready to give up their hopes of coopera­ 
tive security in bitter despair over their disap­ 
pointm ents since the end of World W ar ll. 


The Greater Good ? 
One fact about H arrison County’s defiance of 
the 
federal 
Social 
Security 
Adm inistration 
stands out like a sore thum b with a splint on it. 
H arrison County officials who m ade the fate­ 
ful decision to declare their independence of 
W ashington bureaucracy are receiving plenty of 
offers to hold their coats while they fight for 
a principle. 
But no other group of county officials has 
volunteered to stand beside them in this lop­ 
sided issue between one tiny unit of govern­ 
m ent and the federal juggernaut. 
On the contrary, H arrison County officials 
are being rem inded by realists they have no 
right to persist in an attitude which m ight cut 
off certain relief funds from 87 other counties 
eager to accept federal funds and all the red 
tape apd leading strings that go with them . 
They are being rem inded that this is a case 
of the greater good for the greater num ber and 
that eventually they will have to knuckle under 
to keep them selves from being unpopular with 
the other counties of Ohio.

If 87 counties would 
line up. Ohio would have to take this issue 
to the U.S. Suprem e Court, where it belongs. 
Can a bureaucrat in W ashington m ake local 
governm ent accept money it is unwilling to 
take on the b u reau crat's term s?

I have been told that insulin 
would help m e burn it up. but I 
dislike

that if I could w ithstand the lure 
of cakes, pies and French pastries, 
I should be all right.

so full of sugar while some of the 
less optim istic am ong m y friends 
seem ta have nothing in their souls 
but bile. 
I was seeking a key to an under­ 
standing of their sour natures. A 
sugary optim ist. la m sure that the 


w orst has not vet happened and 
m aybe never will. 
TTiis book turned out to be a 
very learned 
treatise, popularly 
w ritten, on the subject of hyper- 
insulimsm from which m any suf­ 
fer without knowing it. 


THIS ILLNESS comes from a 
generous pancreas providing too 
much insulin and it can lead to 
chronic fatigue, alcoholism, neu­ 
rosis. allergies, suicide and even 
m urder That is what can happen 
to a fellow who has too much of 
what I have too little. 
You m ight read this book and 
discover w hether you are likely to

I first learned about this trouble 
from a couple of dentists who dis­ 
covered that even sm all children 
who have pyorrhea also show signs 
of a low blood sugar. 


ONE OF THESE dentists, w’hen 
he treats a patient, goes through 
tests and questions like those for a 
m ajor operation and then, instead 
of pulling your teeth, sends you 
to a doctor to put you on a diet 
to im prove your blood. 
As preventive m edicine m akes 
m ore sense than yanking out your 
uppers and lowers, I agreed to 
read the aforesaid 
book, 
which 
starts off with the confession that 
Dr. A braham son nearly helped to 
kill a patient because he was tre a t­ 
ing him for the obvious when what 
he should 
have discovered 
was 
the hidden. 
The hidden enem y was hvperin- 
sulimsm — too much insulin, too 
generous a working of the Islands 
of Langerhans, if you know what 
I m ean.

WE ARE BLESSED, in t h e s e 
days of great political and eco­ 
nomic confusion, that in little la­ 
boratories 
great 
minds 
are 
at 
work, at low’ pay. in com parative 
obscurity, saving our lives. 
Such a m an apparently is Dr. 
Seale H arris, professor of m edi­ 
cine at the University of A labam a, 
who did im portant work in hy- 
perinsulinism 
and to whom

which saved his patient. 
It takes great courage for a n y 
m an. particularly a doctor, to ad­ 
m it erro r and then to w rite a book 
about it. When it happens, a life 
m ight be saved. 
Applied m ore broadly to politics, 
a nation could be saved.

A random inquiry by a business colum nist. 
Leu Schneider, might lead to an official study 
of the m onetary system of the United States. 
Schneider w ants to know why it wouldn’t 
be a good idea for the U. S. T reasury to issue 
an entirely new print of paper currency at 
frequent intervals—say every three years. 
Each new print would have a distinctive de­ 
sign. or perhaps a distinctive color. Since it 
would be given by banks in exchange for the old 
print, there would he an autom atic roundup of 
counterfeit currency, hoarded money, income 
on which taxes had been evaded and money 
extorted by kidnapers. 
Since the T reasury is continuously issuing 
new currency for old in any event, there would 
be no huge net increase of costs if it w ere to 
issue currency of new design at frequent in­ 
tervals.

tween the nation s top labor and 
m anagem ent leaders — such as we 
already have seen in the paralyz­

strike. 
For it is now obvious to those who 
know what policy decisions are be­ 
ing m ade, in President Eisenhow­ 
e r’s own office and on a Cabinet 
level, that there will be no changes 
in our basic national labor law. 


THERE 
WILL, 
however, 
be 
tougher and tougher state labor 
legislation. 
A pparently, both the liberal and 
conservative presidential advisers 
have successfully urged Gen. Eis­ 
enhower to forget the now famous 
19 points over which ex - Labor Sec­ 
retary M artin Durkin quit the Cab­ 
inet last sum m er. H ere’s w hat will 
happen: 
President Eisenhower, according 
to current plans, will refer casual­ 
ly to labor and the Taft - Hartley 
law in his State of the Union m es­ 
sage. now being prepared. 
If there is no outcry over this 
Taft - Hartley brushoff, the Presi­ 
dent will not send a special m es­ 
sage on labor to Congress, as he. 
tho late Sen Taft. M artin Durkin 
and all the rest had contem plated. 


IT SHOULD be said here that, 
ironically enough, only Sen. Taft 
could have won a softened labor 
law for the union chiefs who fought 
him so bitterly in years so swiftly 
gone by. 
There is no other congressional 
leader today on whom President 
Eisenhow er can depend lo p u s h 
through controversial labor com­ 
prom ises. 
If it is decided that President 
Eisenhow er should dispatch a spe­ 
cial m essage to Congress later, it 
will be prepared by Labor Secre­ 
tary Jam es Mitchell — and not by 
the group around presidential ad­ 
m inistrative 
assistant 
B ernard 
Shantey which was rn the m idst of 
the 19 - point controversy this sum ­ 
m er. 
Secretary Mitchell is setting labor 
policy. President Eisenhow er is lis­ 
tening to him. T hat’s definite. 
However, w hatever suggestions 
the President sends to Congress, 
they m ust first be considered by a 
sub - com m ittee of the Senate La­ 
bor Com m ittee as well as the House 
Labor Com m ittee. 


THAT MAY NOT happen f o r 
m any months. Irving Ives (R-NY) 
is head of the Senate sub-com m it­ 
tee on labor legislation. At the m o­ 
m ent he has developed an absorb­ 
ing interest in F air Em ploym ent 
Practices legislation and new’ laws 
against discrim ination in schools, 
hospitals, etc. 
Sen. Ives has let it be knowm 
that his group will hold hearings 
on this subject before they go into 
any 
proposed 
changes on 
Taft- 
Hartley. At this, of course, the la­ 
bor 
leaders 
can 
only 
growl 
“ touche” . 
Score one for Ives. His interest 
in fair play is sincere. How can the 
nation’s 
labor 
leaders 
scream 
against FE PC hearings0 T h e y 
can ’t. N evertheless, these hearings 
can stall until sum m ertim e s u b ­ 
com m ittee 
discussions 
on 
Taft- 
H artley changes. 


THAT BRINGS the whole m at­ 
ter right into the political cam ­ 
paign for Congress — when every­ 
body wants to go home and get the 
voters into the booths — and on 
the right line, of course. 
Meanwhile, there is developing 
an outcry from m any industrial 
associations, especially those in De­ 
troit. for a toughening, not a soften­ 
ing. of the nation’s m ost cussed 
at labor law. Nobody's happy over 
it. 
The union chiefs want it wiped 
out. or at least eased. M anagem ent, 
seeing such strikes as the N e w’ 
York 
new spaper 
stoppage, 
the 
walkout 
of 
33.000 
steelw orkers 
(which, in tu rn / affects the pro­ 
duction of milk containers' and the 
jet plane picket lines, want the 
law’ tightened. 
F urtherm ore there is a rift in­ 
side the Republican party. At the 
National Association of M anufactur­ 
ers sessions the other day there 
was considerable criticism of “ the 
New York liberals” m eaning Gov. 
Dewey’s group, some of whom fa­ 
vor easing the Taft-H artley law. 
So the m en around Ike feel that 
it would be com m itting political 
m ayhem to throw the GOP and the 
White House into the m idst of a 
fight on one side of which are lead­ 
ers of 16.OOO.OOO unionists and on 
the other tens of thousands of busi­ 
nessm en. 
It would also split the party in 
an election year. 
So the decision is to do nothing. 
And labor will hit the picket line 
to get what it can and m ake it all 
a political issue.

As a piece of psychological stra­ 
tegy in the “ cold w ar." 
P resi­ 
dent Eisenhow er’s historic speech 
before the United Nations G eneral 
Assembly is one of the craftiest 
and m ost penetrating docum ents 
flung at 
the 
Soviet 
governm ent 
since the battle of words began. 
F or the address brushes away 
with one fell swoop any ground 
for further accusations, inside or 
outside Russia, about “ w ar mon­ 
gering” or m ilitary threat to Sov­ 
iet Russia by the W estern Powers. 
It puts squarely up to the K rem ­ 
lin the responsibility for helping 
to achieve or blocking a solution 
of the problem of international con­ 
trol of atom ic energy. 


WHETHER THE proposals by 
the President accom plish anything 
in the way of a practical agree­ 
m ent or m erely rem ain as a chal­ 
lenge to the Soviet governm ent, it 
was a m aster stroke 
to

assem bled in the speech the chal­ 
lenging proposals it contained. 
It was no ordinary pronounce­ 
m ent. It bears the earm arks of 
painstaking care given to every 
word over m onths and months of 
tim e. 
In a sense, it appears as the 
consum m ation of a strategy evolved 
gradually by the N ational Security 
Council, of which the President is 
the head. 
At first glance, it m ight seem 
that the old proposals which pro­ 
vided for inspection and a system 
of periodic disclosure of a t o m i c 
weapons have been abandoned or 
at least put to one side for the 
tim e being. 


A CAREFUL reading of

“Today, the United States’ stock­ 
pile of atom ic weapons, which, of 
course, increases daily, exceeds by 
m any tim es the explosive equiva­ 
lent of the total of all bombs and 
all shells that cam e from every 
plane and every gun in every the­ 
ater of w ar through all the years 
of World W ar II.” 
T hat’s a m anner of describing 
the power of the United States 
from a quantitative basis. It can­ 
not fail to im press the Soviets as 
to what has been done in secret 
since 1945 by Am erica with billions 
of dollars *of expenditure. 
It 
is 
really the Tirst public disclosure of 
the power of our atom ic stockpile. 


THE NEXT statem ent of sigm fir- 1 
nnce, designed as a reply to any 
“ surprise 
aggression.” 
contains 
this fateful warning unparalleled in 
history: 
“ Should such an. atom ic attack 
be launched against the United 
States, our 
reactions 
would 
be 
swift and resolute. But for m e to 
say that the defense capabilities of 
the United States are 
such 
that 
they c o u l d inflict terrible losses 
upon an aggressor — for me to say 
that the retaliation capabilities of 
the United States are so great 
that such an agressor’s land would 
be laid 
w aste — all this, 
white 
fact, is not the true expression of 
the purpose and the hope of the 
United S tates.” 
This is a m asterpiece of inverted 
statem ent which appears not as a 
threat but nevertheless states as 
a “ fact” that Soviet Russia would 
be laid w aste if her governm ent 
ever attem pted a “ surprise ag­ 
gression.” 
The third statem ent of utm ost 


significance was also phrased in an 
inverted style of expression, but it 
nevertheless gives a pointed w arn­ 
ing: 
“ We will never 
sa y 
that 
the 
peoples of Russia are an enem y 
with whom we have 
no 
desire 
ever to deal or m ingle in friendly 
and fruitful relationship.“ 


IT WILL BE noted 
that t h e 
em phasis is on the 
“ peoples 
of 
R ussia.” and this can 
be 
inter­ 
preted as a w arning that the pre­ 
sent governm ent in Moscow will 
be dealt with only as it truly re­ 
flects the wishes of the people of 
the Soviet Union—a distinction of 
trem endous imDortance. 
It could pave the way some day 
for a severance of relations with 
the present governm ent if it shows 
itself to be a 
b arrier 
to 
the 
assum ed desire of the people of 
Soviet Russia to rem ain at peace 
with the West. 
Unquestionably the m ain object 
of the Berm uda conference was to 
arran g e for future m eetings with 
the governm ent of Soviet Russia 
and to go over the wording of the 
m ost im portant statem ent that the 
W estern Allies have issued since 
the close of World W ar IL

* Skirts with trains dragged the 
dirt in 1900 Bv 1906. they had lost 
the trains, but still were down to 
the floor. In 1913, the hobble skirt 
cam e along, and it was hard to 
determ ine the length, because of 
the uneven hemline.

were 
about 
the 
sam e in 1924 as they are now 
It 
was actually the late ’2Ts, before 
the era of the flapper length — at 
the kneecap and higher. 
Hemlines shifted down again in 
1930 and '31. and by 1932 were 
about the sam e as today.

National Education 
Croup Als<^ Lists S5 
Billion In Schools 


WASHINGTON JP—The National 
! Education Assn. said today the na­ 
tion’s public 
schools, 
their first 
grades jammed with the “w a r 
babies” of 1947, must have 150.000 
more teachers and five billion dol­ 
lars worth of new buildings. 
The estim ate was given in the 
association’s annual look at school 
[enrollments and teacher supply. 
Public school enrollment in the 
1953-54 school year is close to 29 
million, an increase of nearly IV* 
million over last year, said the 
national professional organization 
of educators. 
It added in a news release based 
on its survey: 
“The 
standing 
room 
situation, 
which began plaguing the nation’s 
schools in 1947, will become worse 
with the new year . . . 
“The increase has come largely 
from young pupils who are enter­ 
ing already crowded classrooms 
for the first tim e.” 
NEA Research Director F r a n k 
W. Hubbard cited three reasons 
why he said school crowding would 
not be cured this year: 
I. Colleges are not training teach­ 
ers fast enough, 
although at a 
quicker rate. 
2 Even with 38.000 more teach­ 
ers on the job and spending of a 
half billion dollars more for educa­ 
tion. about 632.000 youngsters must 
continue double-session or o t h e r 
makeshift arrangements. 
3. An estimated 71.589 persons 
will be teaching this year without- 
full certification, an increase of 
2.000 “emergency teachers.” 
Hubbard 
said the 
problem 
of 
housing schoolchildren, while felt 
for a long time in grade schools, 
is now beginning to pinch the high 
schools. 
Even 
with five billion dollars 
more for new buildings, as the as­ 
sociation 
recommended, 
he 
said 
additional funds would be needed 
to fix up and replace old building*, 
as well as to build for the future. 
As to salaries, the association re­ 
ported public school instructional 
staff members, teachers, princi- 
plas and supervisors, average $3. 
725 a year.

Exercise Tones Muscles To Reshape Figure 


On the weight score women are 
concerned with taking off pounds, 
putting them on and rearranging 
the grouping. So a question asked 
frequently is this: Will exercise 
help redistribute the pounds? 
Exercise will not shift the pounds 
from the hips or waist to some 
more flattering spot. However, the 
effect is the same, for corrective 
calisthenics that reach the b ig 
hip muscles and the waist cinch­ 
ing muscles, slim inches off hips 
and waist. 
If you will regard calisthenics as 
a means of restoring muscle tone 
and picture tone as being synony­ 
mous with elasticity, you will see 
how exercise can slim off inches. 
Toned muscles hug the silhouette; 
flabby muscles bulk out. 


EXERCISE is not an effective 
means of working off poundage, 
for exercise is no match for ex­ 
cess calories. The easiest way to 
reduce is to cut down on calories, 
for this forces nature to draw on 
stored fat to make up the fuel de­ 
ficit. 
When the reducing diet is back­ 
ed up by specific exercises, the 
weight is more likely to come off 
the spots exercised because of the 
improved circulation in that area. 
Tone the muscles of hips and 
waist, and those spots w i l l be 
measurably slimmer, and s i n c e 
toned muscles rebuff fat, you will 
keep your slim measurements. To 
restore tone to a particular group 
of muscles, the exercise action 
must be directed through the mus­ 
cles which control the measure­ 
ment

Hit and miss exercise will not 
do. To reach the hip muscle for 
example, a leg swinging exercise 
movement must be past a 45 de­ 
gree angle, or done against the 
resistance of opposing muscles. 
Exact kinesiology principles are 
carried through with each exercise 
in the leaflet “Slim Hips In A 
Hurry,” w'hich is the reason they 
are effective. An exerciser from 
Florida writes: “Those hip exer­ 
cises are wonderful. I’ve lost three 
full inches in the past 
f i v e 
months.” From her note, it ap­ 
pears this reader is not over­ 
weight. 
By increasing the circulation, 
hip exercises make the fat in 
this area more readily available 
for use, but of course to use the 
fat, calories must be below the 
daily requirements. 
Another question asked is: “Will 
dieting reduce the hipss?” Some 
fuel will be drawn from the fat 
deposited there, but to speed up 
the hip slimming, a reducing diet 
should be backed up with toning 
calisthenics. 


HOWEVER, if you are not above 
normal weight, a diet is not the 
way to slim bulky hips! In that 
case, exercise is the only measure 
that brings streamlined results. 
The exercise technique for hip 
slimming is a combination of leg 
swinging, kicking against the re­ 
sistance of opposing muscles, and 
rolling to a smooth finish.

Abortionist's Trial 
Continues At Canton 


George Sharp. 65. of Salineville 
was to take the stand in his own 
defense this afternoon in Common 
Pleas Court at Canton in the sec­ 
ond day of his trial on abortion. 
Stark County prosecutors rested 
their case this m orning after a 
long discussion concerning a state­ 
m ent m ade by Sharp when be was 
arrested at his Salineville ap art­ 
m ent. Aug . 17. The statem ent was 
finally ruled out by Judge George 
N. G raham . 
Also expected to testify today is 
Mrs. Clara Fernandez of Canton, 
who was found guilty Nov. 20 of 
having aided and abetted Sharp in 
an illegal operation on a 17-year- 
old girl. 
Prosecuting attorneys, who con­ 
ducted a five-month investigation 
of Sharp, said he is suspected of 
perform ing abortions on girls in a 
five-county area. 
A jury of seven men and five 
women m ay get the case late to­ 
day. court authorities said. T h e 
trial was originally set to begin 
M onday, but Sharp failed to ap­ 
pear, claim ing he was ill. Depu­ 
ties seized him at his home Mon­ 
day night. 
Sharp was cleared twice in Co­ 
lum biana 
County 
on 
s i m i l a r 
charges. Prosecutor Jam es Mac­ 
Donald said. In 1933 a directed 
verdict was ordered because of in­ 
sufficient evidence, and in 1934 he 
was released after a jury could 
not agree. 
M acDonald said Sharp at o n e 
tim e resided with a physician in 
E ast End. 
Sharp was nam ed justice of the 
peace of Washington Township in 
the Nov. 3 election on a write-in 
vote, and has received his com­ 
mission.

Sen. McCarthy Says 
Company Certainly 
Should Be Lauded 


NEW YORK Uh—The announced 
determination 
of 
huge 
General 
Electric Co., to sweep from its 
payroll anyone guilty of an un­ 
patriotic act, last night evoked 
criticism , some approval and some 
attack. 
At Washington, Sen. Joseph R. 
McCarthy (R—Wis), head of the 
Senate investigations subcommit­ 
tee which has recently been prob­ 
ing alleged espionage leaks at GE 
plants, said the firm “ certainly 
should be complimented” on its 
detailed policy announcement. 
The CIO International Union of 
Electrical Workers, issued a state­ 
m ent saying the policy does not 
go far enough against the rival 
Independent 
United 
Electrical 
Workers which was ousted from 
the CIO because of alleged Com­ 
m unist leadership. 
Two GE workers who were sus­ 
pended by the company Nov. 19 
after being accused of commu­ 
nism said GE intends “ to create 
a reign of terror.” 
In a nutshell, the GE statem ent 
yesterday said any of its 230,000 
employes who admit to commu­ 
nism, espionage or sabotage at a 
public hearing of an investigating 
agency will be fired, and that any 
employe who declines to give testi­ 
mony will be suspended with pay 
for 90 days so that an investiga­ 
tion can be made. 
The firm said further it felt pres­ 
ent loyalty standards set up by 
the federal government are inad­ 
equate and asked the government 
to designate some appeals agency 
to pass on the loyalty of suspend­ 
ed workers.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (P—State Au­ 
ditor * Jam es A. 
Rhodes t o d a y 
voiced a call for “ grass roots” en­ 
thusiasm in the Republican party 
but said he had “not given serious 
consideration to the possibility” 
he might be the GOP candidate 
for governor in 1954. 
Rhodes discussed his position and 
the GOP in a letter to the Ash­ 
land Times-Gazette.

Footprints Give 
Ma jor Clue In 
Girl Beheading 
PAMPLICO, S. C. (^-Footprints 
leading across a five-acre cornfield 
gave police today a m ajor clue in 
the crude beheading of a high 
school girl and the pistol slaying 
of her 22-year-old escort. 
An abandoned well in the field, 
surrounded by towering pines, last 
night yielded the head of Miss 
Betty Clair Cain, 15, of Pamplico 
and the body of Harvey B. Allen 
of Latta. Both had been shot, ap­ 
parently at close range. 
Sheriff John Hanna and state 
law enforcement division l e d of­ 
ficers picked up several men, both 
white and Negro, during the night 
for questioning. Florence police to­ 
day broadcast an alert for a 6 
foot, I inch Negro. 
M. N. Cates, led identification 
specialist, rushed here from Col­ 
umbia and spent the night making 
plaster casts of two sets of foot­ 
prints in the field. 
The two sets gave rise to a 
I police theory that more than one 
man was involved in the slayings. 
High feeling was evident from 
the talk of townspeople who yester­ 
day had closed their stores and 
turned out in m asse at the funeral 
arranged for Miss Cain, a popular 
high school sophomore. There was 
also evidence that some residents 
feared the killer was still at large 
in this region. Several houses kept 
their lights on all night, parents 
refused to let their children go out 
alone and front doors were barred.

With The Russians Close At Hanrl 
Japan s Hokkaido Island 
Turns Into Strong Base 


SAPPORO, Japan <UP>— Ja p a n ’s 
northern island of Hokkaido, once 
considered a ripe plum for Com­ 
m unist aggression, is rapidly being 
forged into one of Asia’s strongest 
free bastions. 
With powerful Russian air and 
ground forces only seconds away 
on Sakhalin a n d the Kurile Is­ 
lands, the underm anned defenders 
of the frigid island kept nervous 
eyes turned 
in 
t h a t 
direction 
throughout the Korean conflict. 
But today, the gradual growth 
of the new Japanese safety forces 
plus a general “ beefing up” of 
Am erican air and ground strength, 
has turned Hokkaido into a confi­ 
dent fo rtre ss.. 
Both A m erican a n d Japanese 
observers are convinced that the 
Japanese-A m erican defense 
team 
could give a good account of itself 
if forced to do so. 
The backbone of t h e 
rapidly 
growing force is the F irst Cavalry 
Division, which has been in con­ 
stant com bat-training on the is­ 
land for alm ost two years. T h e 
cavalry recently has been brought 
up to full strength and Am erican 
officers consider it a crack outfit. 
The Japanese have built their 
“ national safety force’* into a po­ 
tent 28.000-man N orthern C o r p s 
on Hokkaido. A m ericans speak of 
the corps in glowing term s. 
The United States Air Force has 
the frontline role here. however. 
Any Soviet attack on Japan prob­ 
ably would come first in the air, 
with fleets of j e t bom bers and

fighters from the islands im m e­ 
diately north of Hokkaido. 
Curious Soviet jet pilots o n c e 
had the antagonistic habit of cir­ 
cling over Hokkaido at will. They 
went so far as to shoot down an 
Am erican B-29 bom ber which was 
on reconnaissance off t h e coast 
near Nemuro. 
The Japan A i r Defense Force 
countered by rushing Sabre-j e t s 
to Hokkaido early in 1953 w i t h 
“ shooting orders” and strengthen­ 
ing its rad ar - w arning network 
across Ja p a n ’s northern frontier. 
The Russians, probably rem em ­ 
bering the licking their Migs took 
from the Sabres in North Korean 
skies, have become less bold since 
the arrival of the swept-wing kill­ 
ers. Air F o r c e officers say. The 
Russians now are flying h i g h e r 
and only occasionally approaching 
Hokkaido shores on brief “ look and 
run” passes. 
It has been a terrific m oral vic­ 
tory for the Air Force in one of 
the rem ote but potentially explo­ 
sive “ cold w ar” fronts. 
Other than driving Soviet planes 
from Hokkaido skies the m ost en­ 
couraging factor to Hokkaido's de­ 
fenders has been t h e im pressive 
developm ent of the tough, ready 
Japanese N orthern Corps. 
“ We do not y e t have enough 
strength to defend Hokkaido 
by 
ourselves,** said Brig. Gen. Toshio 
Nakano, com m ander of this corps. 
“ But we are growing quickly.” 
Nakano em phasized t h a t t h e 
Japanese would continue to require 
Am erican air and sea support even 
though the Japanese land forces 
m ight reach the required level. 
T h e Japanese “ arm y ” of two 
dividions on Hokkaido is stationed 
in 
13 
new lv-constructed 
cam ps. 
Two additional posts now are being 
built. 
The divisions are equipped with 
the 
b a s i c 
A m erican 
infantry) 
weapons. Their artillery consists 
of m odern Am erican-built f i e l d 
pieces, 
including m onster eight- 
inch cannons. 
A new defense highway system , 
however, is rapidly being pushed 
tow ards completion. O n e broad- 
lane highway now links Hokkaido’s 
capital, Sapporo, with the v i t a l 
Chitose Air Force Base. 
Another im portant h i g h w a y , 
leading from Sapporo to the port 
of O taru w here the m ajority of 
A m erican supplies and equipm ent 
are received, is alm ost finished. 
As for i n t e r n a l security, the 
Japanese authorities are confident 
they could prevent any “ fifth col­ 
um n” action should the island be 
invaded from the north. 
“ We have fewer Com munists on 
Hokkaido than anyw here else in 
Jap a n .” said National R ural Police 
Chief Shigeru Y anakaw a. “ I do not 
think they would give us trouble.*’

years in Korea. The mood against 
Russia was tough. 
The new a d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
expressed no softness. N either did 
Stalin, sitting halfw ay around the 
world, still stolid, stubborn, ap­ 
parently still willing to keep push­ 
ing, even if it m eant fighting, as 
it did in Korea. 
Stalin died in M arch. His suc­ 
cessor, M alenkov, switched tactics 
at once. He talked peace. He had 
m uch to gain, nothing to lose by 
the switch. 
If this country didn’t take his 
bait and start yielding ground, he 
m ight drive a wedge between the 
United States and its European 
friends. They wanted peace. Being 
n earer Russia, they were nearer 
destruction if w ar began.

The Russians had other fish to 
fry with their peace talk too.

The son of a onetim e Cleveland 
m ayor and banker, Otis was a cow­ 
boy for three years following his 
graduation from Yale University. 
After that he returned to Cleve­ 
land w here he organized a steel 
com m ission and agency business. 
L ater he organized the invest­ 
m ent firm which becam e Otis & 
Co. and by 1900 he was a million­ 
aire and the first Clevelander to 
buy a seat on the New York Stock 
Exchange. 
He founded the Cleveland New’s 
by buying and consolidating the 
old Cleveland World, the Evening 
Plain D ealer and the News and 
Herald. L ater he sold the paper 
to Dan R. Hanna, and now it is 
owned by the Forest City Publish­ 
ing Co.
